SECTION T—General Conditions. 

1- (i) The Yen Credit of Yen 1.256 billion exten¬ 
ded by the Overseas Economic Cooperation Fund 
of Japan (OECF) for financing the import require¬ 
ments and implementation qf Rolling Stock Work¬ 
shop Modernisation Project (1) of Ministry of 
Railway is untied in favour o f Japan and developing 
countries including India. Accordingly the goods 
and services to be procured under this credit Can 
be procured from Japan and all countries (including 
India) enumerated in the list at Annexure-I which 
will be eligible source eountrie; under the Credit. 

I. (ii) Import LicenceCs) under the Credit can be 
issued only for such items and for such value as 
have been specifically cleared by the DGTD|CG 
Committee.

I. (vi) Imports to be financed under the Credit 
are restricted to the list of goods and services 
attached to the import licence, duly attested by the 
licensing authorities.

Any pay 
ment towards Indian Agent’.-' commission should be 
made in Indian Rupees to the agents in India. Such

I. (viii) Firm order must be placed on FOB j OF 
basis on the Overseas supplier located in the coun¬ 
tries mentioned in Annecurc-I and sent to the 
Department of Economic Affairs (Japan Section) 
within 4 months from the date of issue of the 
import licence. Insurance charges will be payable 
in India in Indian Rupees. “Firm orders” means 
purchase orders placed by the Indian Llcencee on 
the Overseas supplier duly signed by the latter or 
purchase contract duly signed by both the Indian 
Importer and the overseas supplier. Orders on 
Indian Agents of overseas suppliers and|or order 
confirmation of such Indian Agents are pot accep¬ 
table. 

1. fix) This condition of the placement ol con¬ 
tracts within 4 months period will be treated as not 
having been complied with unless complete contract 
documents reach the Ministry of Finance, Depart¬ 
ment of Economic Affairs (Japan Section) within 
four months from the date ot issue of the import 
licence. If firm orders as explained in para I(viii) 
above cannot be placed within four months for valid 
rca'ons, the licencee should submit the import licence 
to the concerned licensing authorities giving reasons 
why ordering could not be Completed within four 
months. Such requests for extension in the ordering 
period will be considered on merit bv the licencing 
authorities who may grant extension upto a further 
maximum period of 4 months. If, however, extension

The exchange rate to be adopted for computing the 
rupee equivalent of the Yen payments made to the 
overseas suppliers will be the composite rate of ex¬ 
change applicable to the date of payment which will 
be worked out in accordance with the method pres¬ 
cribed in public Notice No. 113-ITC (PN)[88-91 
dated 6-4-89 or as may be notified by Government 
from time to time through public Notices of the CCT&E 
or through Exchange Control circulars of the Reserve 
Bank of India.

It k the 
responsibility of the importer to ensure that the amount 
due are correctly deposited into the Government ac¬ 
count promptly even when they obtain delivery of the 
goods from the customs authorities without original 
shipping documents under exceptional circumstances. 
In case the importers fail to deposit the amounts due 
to Government before taking dalivery of the goods, 
the issue of further IAS to him may be stopped and 
the matter reported to the CCKE so that no further 
import licence is issued to such an importer. The

Vf (i) The amount referred to above should be de¬ 
posited in cash to the credit of the Government either 
in the Reserve Bank of Tndia, Nw Delhi indicating 
Code No. 5130000009 on the right hand comer of 
the challan or State Bank of India, Tis Hazari, Delhi 
as contemplated in Public Notices issued from time 
to time in this regard. 
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VI (iii) The cbficerned Bank in India shall also 
furnish such additional deposit in the same manner

It should be understood that the Government of 
India, will not undertake any responsibility for dis¬ 
putes, if any that may arisen between the licencee and 
the suppliers, .The conditions to be fulfilled by the sup¬ 
plier' before payment by the Bank of India Tokyo 
must b.e clearly spelt out by the importer id Annexure- 
II under “Terms of Payment”. Provisions dealing with 
settlement of disputes should be included in the con¬ 
ditions' of contract. 
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VIII (iv) Future Instructions 

The licencee shall promptly comply with any direc¬ 
tions, instructions or orders issued by the Govern¬
